A ‘TRANSCONTINENTAL LINE. 


The Burlington Begin: Begins its New Serv. 
ice to Montana. 
Associated Press -wire Service. 

OMABA,, Oct... 28.—Today the 
ton began the regular running of: trains 
to Billings, Mont, and by way of the 
Northern Pacific to Helena, Spokane, 
Butte, Seattle, Tacoma and Portland, and 

l-other Idaho, Montana and Puget Sound 
‘points, thereby .giving to the — railroad 
world -another transcontinental line which 
win play no inconsequential part in the 
matter ot freight and passenger traffic in 
the future. 

There was considerable ota crowd of 
people at the Union Depot “to see the 
train and the people. who would make the 
first’ regular run over the new extension 
of the Burlington from Sheridan, Wyo., 
to Billings, Mont., a distance of 144 miles, 
which has been constructed this year, 
the construction gang laying on an aver- 
age of a mile and a half of track a day. 
The building of this line is of incalcul- 
able benefit to Omaha, Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Chicago,’ bringing a territory of 
some 1500 miles in extent almost to the 
doors of these . cities. 

The country to the northwest ‘has been 
almost a sealed book to the jobbing and 
.| wholesale interests of the big cities along 
the Missouri, as well as Illinois: aud the 
most remote Bast. The road traverses the 
entire length of the Crow reservation, and 
permission of the United States govern- 


ment had to be obtained, as well as the 


consent of the Crow chiefs before the 
work of building the road was begun, and 
a more interested lot of people could not 
be found than the Crows were during the 
progress of the grading and laying of the 
track, and when the first train rushed 
through the ‘Crow country the redmen 
woke’ up to realize that the time is not 
tar distant when the White man will be 
asking Congress to throw open the Crow 
reservation to white settlement.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The Japanese 
Legation today received a dispatch which 
confirms the news published this morning 
of a second victory of the Japanese army 


under Wamataga. The telegram 
fe dated Hiroshima and reads as fol- 
iowa: 


“Before dawu of October 26 our army 
under Marshal ‘Yamataga attacked Kin- 
Len-Cheng, one of the important strong- 
holds upon the Chinese frontier. The place 
was defended by. 16,000 troops under Gens. 
Lin and Song, They fied after offering 
only a slight’ résistance and the Japanese 
forces took possession of the fortifications 
and the city. They captured thirty large 
field guns, an immense quantity of rice, 
food of other Kinds, etc., and more than 
300 tents. The Japenese loss was twenty 
‘killed and eighty-three wounded. The 
Chinese lost more. than 200 killed, the 
exact ‘number. ot. thelr wounded is not 
known.“

A Windy City Man Man Drugged and 

EERobbed in New York.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—John M. Holmes, 
who claims to come from Chicago, in the 
Jefferson Market Police Court today de- 
clared that his plight was due to drink- 
ing with a stranger. He was found un- 
conscious on a stoop at Madison avenue 
and Thirteenth street.

A Fiendish Plot Executed by Un- 


known Parties at Laurel 
Run, Pa. 

Three Men Killed and Four Fatally 
Injured—Several Pounds of the 
Explosive Touched off by 
an Electric Battery.

WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) Oct. 28.—A large 
Hungarian boarding-house at Laurel Run, 
this county, was blown to atoms by dyna- 
miters at 3 o’clock this morning and three 
of the inmates were killed outright, four 
fatally injured and half a dozen seriously 
hurt. The killed are: 

FRANK NOWASKI, 

MICHAEL GALLETS, 

GEORGE SILOCKY. 

The most dangerously injured are: 

JOSEPH GALLETS, back hurt. 

‘MIKE GOSHIT, head cut and left arm 
broken. 

KASERA KATARESK, one leg broken, 
other crushed, necessitating amputation. 

MICHAEL URITZ, abdomen torn. 

BLASH KRELL. both arms broken. 

FAHR KOTZCH, shoulder broken and 
injured internally. | 

ANTHONY SECHLECK, back and breast 
crushed. 

URITZ MISHKO, legs crushed. 

The fiends who planned the explosion 
did their work well, despite the fact that 
part of the plan failed. Th@ placed about 
twenty-four sticks of dynamite under the 
buildjng, each being about nine inches 
long and weighing about half a pound. A 
wire connected the sticks with a battery 
about fifty yards away. When the signal 


‘was given only about half a dozen of the 


sticks expléded. They were sufficient, 
however, to completely wreck the building, 
not a beam or plank of which was left 
standing. 

Several of. the | inmates who occupied 
beds on the upper floor were hurled fifty 
2 into the. air, same of them escaping |: 

fatal injuries by lighting on the trees near 


to 4 the ground. 
The trackwalker, who arrived on the 


‘scene shortly after the explosion, says it 


resembled a battlefield. The cries of the 
injdred were heartrending. Some of them 
were in the trees, others were lying on the 
ground and under the debris of the 
wrecked building. One of the “boarders 
who escaped injury made his way to a 
neighboring shanty and. woke the inmates. 
Blankets and bedding were carried to the 
scene and the injured made as comfortable 
as possible. At daylight the officials of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad were notified 
and -a special train with a full corps ot 
doctors was hurried to the scene. The 
doctors dressed the wounds of the injured 
who were then brought to the hospital in 
this city. 

The .boarding-house boss says that he 
is at a loss to know what prompted the 
dastardly deed. As far as he knows, he 
has no enemies in the world. Some of the 
boarders think the motive was robbery, 
as several of them were known to have 
considerable money in their possession.

HOW IT WORKS. 


When the free traders take off duties 
that protect the American producers 
they offer, as an excuse, that they do 
so to make the article cheaper to the 
American consumer. The fallacy of 
this argument is being constantly ex. 
posed. European producers are not 
fools. They are not in business for 
their health. A reduction or aboli- 
tion of duties in the United States 
means to them a chance to get better 
prices for the products which they 
sell us. The reduced tariff goes into 
their pockets, not into those of the 
‘American consumer. 

A Chicago importing firm which 
makes a specialty of goods used by 
confectioners and bakers has issued a 
circular, which, after referring to the 
condition of trade, says: “We recom- 
mend our friends to supply themselves 
early this year, as the European mar- 
ket has advanced materially already.” 
The advance noted is in almonds and 
walnuts, for which shellers ask 30 or 
40 per cent. more than last year. 
“This,” the circular adds, “more than 
offsets the lower duty.” The duty on 
almonds was reduced 33 per cent., and 
on walnuts nearly the same amount. 
The result is that the exporter on the 
other side adds the reduction in duty 
to the price, pockets the difference, 
and charges the consumer as much as 
he did before. Uncle Sam loses the 
revenue and the consumer gets no ben- 
efit. This is simply one of the attrac- 
tive features of the new tariff, and 
shows how it works.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT, OR “RADIANT 
HEAT,” BATH. 


The idea of an electric-light bath, which 
was advanced not long go, was looked 
upon by many electricians as somewhat 
far-fetched and of doubtful merit. Among 
the edcientific pioneers of this ‘country, 
however, are a number of medical. men, 
who, putting aside the strong professional 
prejudice which invariably impedes the 

rogress of new ideas, are concentrating 
themselves on the various problems of the 
new science of electro-therapeutics, and by 
their researchés in the application of elec- 
tricity to mdicine and surgery, are doing 
work of permanent and inestimable value. 


Dr. J. H. Kellogg, who was the first to 


uphold the therapeutic efficacy of the elec- 
tric-light bath, followed up the’question of 
its physiological effects, and undertook a 
long course of elaborate experiments, the 
results of which he has just put before the 
convention of the American Blectro-thera- 
peutic Association. Dr. Kellogg finds that, 
in its 28 to promote protoplasmic ac- 
tivity electric light is fairly compar- 
able to sunlight, and that it acts as a true 
vital stimulus of plants, converting their 
night into day, counteracting the del- 
eterious effects artificial conditions, 
subjection to stove heat.
